The 
queen commanded me to attend 
as often as I conveniently could : 
fhe had a great affection for Eng- 
land, notwith ttanding the feverity 
of ufage fhe and hers had met 
with there: with the great men

Oétober 1670. The prince of 
Orange remaining in England, 
and making his addrefles to the 
lady Mary, eldeft daughter to the 
duke, the king entertzin’d him 
with great fplendor, as well on that 
account, as becaufe of his relation 
to him, and great perfonal merit. 
One night, at a fupper given by 
the duke of Buckingham, the king 
made him drink very hard: the 
prince was naturally averfe to it; 
but being once enter’d, was more 
frolick and gay than the reft of 
the company ; and now the mind 
took him to break the windows of 
the chambers belonging to the 
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maids of honour, and he had got 
into their apartments, had they 
not been timely refcued. Hi 
miftrefs, | fuppofe, cid not like 
him the worfe tor fuch a notable’ 
indicatign of his vigour.

Omer’s the 24th of April 1678, 
when he fwore he was at the 
White-horfe tavern in the Strand, 
where Pickering, Groves, Ireland, 
and other jefuits, fign’d the death 
of king Charles the fecond. This 
was a grateful hearing to the king ; 
who thereupon obferved, that in- 
deed there had been a meeting of 
the jefuits that day, and that all 
the fcholars of St, Omer’s knew 
of it; but that it was well Dr. 
Oates knew no better where it 
was to be; for, fays his majefty, 
they met in St. ‘fames’s, where I 
then lived; which, if Oates had 
but known, he would have cut a 
fine {pot of work for me.

his places: the fame fate befell five 
of the fix gentlemen of the privy- 
chamber, for the very felf-fame 
caufe: fo that every hour things 
look’d worfe and worfe, A while 
after, I had a letter from lord 
Feverfham, to acquaint me that, 
according my defire, he had fpoke 
to the king concerning the manor 
of Yors; but that he found he had 
promifed it to father Law/an, for 
the ufes before fpecified ; that his 
majefty told him, he did not know 
I lived in it; and that if I had 
been at any charge in repairs, | 
fhould be confider’d for the fame ; 
but added, for my prefent com- 
fort, that was [ not fo good g 
man as he took me to be, he 
would not have kept a governor 
as York fo lone as he had done : 
but I fhortly after had another 
letter from the fame lord, to tell 
me that the lords commufitoners 
of the treafury had fo reprefent 
the bufinels to the king at Vin 
for, that no pofitive relolution was 
as yet taken, 
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Nov. 5. At this time it was 
my turn to feel a part of the ftorm 
which had hitherto blown over 
me, or at fome diftance on each 
fide of me.

Both the parties in 
Scotland immediately fent over 
agents to their gueen : the council 
iciected lord ‘fames Stuart, prior 
ot St, Andrew’ s, for their minifter ;

Rofs. About the beginning of 
the year Isr, the queen of Eng- 
land tent over Francis Ruffel, cari

Buchanan athrm, that fuch a 
equelt was made, and the latter 
ts down very minutely what 
happen’d thereupon, our author is 
at opinion, that Mr. Adaitland’s

However it was, the 
queen Of England retuied it. Mr. 
Knox and Mr. Buchanan, having 
taken notice of a proclamation made 
at Edinburgh, by order of the ma- 
‘yirates; whereby adulterers, for- 
heators, and all fuch filthy per- 
“sy Were join’d with fuch as were 
Pepithly affected, and commanded

papifts feandalous : that the gueen, 
three days after the proclamation, 
by her letter, enjoin’d the town- 
council to deprive the provo/t and 
bailies, and to proceed to a new 
choice 5 which they did; but the 
old mayiltrates were not impri- 
fon’d, nor was there any ftubborn- 
nefs {hewn on this occafion ; and 
the very next year the queen, by 
her letter, recommended this de- 
prived provoft, Archibald Douglajs, 
to their choice. “The next fact 
our author undertakes to uluftrate 
is the fending lord ‘James to the 
Borders, in order to do jultice, 
and to fupprefs thieves. “This Mr. 
Buchanan had reprefented as little 
better than a defign to get that 
noble perfon murder’d out of the 
way: but, as it appears that a 
Juftice-court was by order of coun- 
cil ereéted at ‘fedburgh, whether 


lord James was difpatch’d as chief 


juftice, with inftructions which 
gave him very extenfive powers, 
and his attendance was great, it is 
plain that he could be in no danger.

reverend author gives us an order 
of council for fetting up judicato- 
ries in feveral parts of the king- 
dom, and blames Mr. Xnox and 
Mr. Buchanan for not taking any 
notice of thefe good and gracious 
acts of the gueen. In feveral fub- 
fequent letters, from Randolph to 
Cecil, notice is taken of the gucen 
of Scots great diflike of the pro- 
pofed marriage between her and 
the carl of Leicefer; fhe having 
declared, in very fharp terms, that 
this offer was inconfiftent with the 
advice heretofore given her. by 
queen Elizabeth; that fhe fhould 
take care in marrying not to in- 
jure her honour, However, he 
concludes, that queen Mary feem’d 
inclined to maintain her friend- 
fhip with his miftrefs, and to 
marry out of Lng/and; which; our 
author conjectures, was intended 
of lord Darnley. 

Cuap. VII. from Sept. 1564, 
to Keb. 1564-5. Our author, at 
the beginning of * this chapter, 
gives us an original letter from 
the gucen of Scots to queen Biza- 
beth; wherein fhe acknowledges 
her majefty’s recommendation of 
the earl of Lenox, and promifes 
him favour on that account. “This 
letter is dated in September , and 
yet, in her memorial directed to 
Randolbh, and dated the 4th of 
Oételer tollowing, we meet with 
fharp expoftulations on account of 
the gucen of Svots kindnefs to 
Lenox. ‘To fay the truth, the 
whole of this paper is penned with 
fuch diltrufttulnefs and obfcurity, 
that it is not eafy to ditcover what 
the queet of England intended at 
that ime, Ruxduph, in a long 
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letter to the gueen his miftrefs, 
dated at Edinburgh the 7th of No- 

vember 1504, ‘deals very freely 
with her, as to the ftate of things 
in Scotland: he tells her, in the 
firft place, that queen Mary much 
doubted, whether the difiuading 
her from marrying into the houfes 
of France or Spain proceeded trom 
any other motive, than a detire 
of matching herfelf into them: 
he goes on to mention the doubts 
entertain’d, as to the fincerity of 
the gueen’s offer of the earl of Le- 
cefter, and the fufpicion that was 
had of her aiming at the qgucen of 
Scots confent, merely that fhe her- 
felf might marry him with a bet- 
ter grace: he {peaks then of the 
duke of Norfo/é being named for 
the queen of Scots husband ; thinks 
nothing in earnett defign’d upon 
that head ; but is of opinion, that 
Jord Darnley i is moft likely to tuc- 
ceed ; of which he profefles his 
diflike in very {trong terms; and, 
in the clofe of his letter, mentions 
the great readinels of the Seats 
minifters to farther her majetty’s 
intentions, prov ile d they may 
have good grounds to proceed on. 
In the latter end otf the fame 
month, there was a conference 


held at Berwick, on the fibject of

Cuap. VIII. from February 
1$64-5, to July 1565. Mr. Ran- 
dpb, in a very long letter to fe- 
cretary Cec/, dated the zoth of 
March, defcribes very pathetical- 
ly the troubles and difturbances 
then growing in Scotland : he ob- 
lerves, that the gveen Was not only 
‘ftanch papift, but mighty fond 
of granting an univerfal licence 
Wall opinions; whence it came 
npals, that blafphemy and atheifin 
“Game no uncommon crimes: 
® {peaks of the care that it is 
ped the queen of England will 
"ike Of the concerns of this coun- 
"¥, and particulary of the qugen’s 
marriage: he relates the feuds 
“mong the nobility, the caufes and 
“Ghlequences of ‘them, and the 
“Prchentions they were under 
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from the profpect of the queen's 
marrying Darnley: he concludes, 
that things will in all likelihood 
be carried to extremities; and that, 
for his own particular, he fhould 
not greatly ctre which end went 
forward (tho’, as he acknowledges, 
many of the contending parties 
were his friends) provided the 
gueen his miftrefs retained as 
great power and intereft in Svot- 
land, as fhe held at the time of 
his writing, On the 18th of 
April, the Scotiph fecretary arrived 
at London; and immediately after 
the privy-council of Exglgnd drew 
up a determination on the fubject 
of the marriage of the queen of 
Scots, fign’d by twelve of them ; 
wherein, upon general reafons, 
they condemn’d the faid mar- 
riage, as prejudicial to the intereft 
of both kingdoms, With this de- 
termination in his pocket, Sir 
Nicholas Throkmorton {et out for 
Scotland, where he endeavoured 
to frighten queen AZary from com- 
pleating the marriage ; and it ap- 
pears, that his threats had fome 
weight, fince they retarded a part 
of the honours which were de- 
fign’d to be conferred upon the 
Jord Darnley: but it is manifeft, 
from an original letter and memo- 
rial of Sir Necholas, that all pof- 
{ible methods were taken to inti- 
midate this gueen, rather out of 
policy, than real defign to hinder 
the marriage ; and the Exglyh 
court was at great pains to pre- 
vent any intellizence of this fort 
being convey’d into Seetland, It 
would be to no purpofe to trouble 
the reader with all the negotiations 
which happen’d on this fubject, 
becaufe they had no effect; and,

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as to the letters of Mr. Randzlph, 
which followeth them, they relate 
nothing but the ftirs, fufpicions, 
and intrigues which were at this 
time throughout the whole king- 
dom : he intimates plainly enough, 

that according to initructions from 
his own court, he kept up a party 
i Scotland, who, partly out of 


religion, and partly from reafons 


of ftate, oppofed every thing the 
queen did. In the mean time, 
her majefty, and her intended huf- 
band the lord Darnley, were in 
grievous want of money ; which 
the Englifh minifter {peaks of with 
great pleafure, and is particularly 
witty on a chefi tent out of Flan- 
ders to the earl of Lenox, wherein, 
from its weight, it was fuppofed 
there was a round fum of money. 
An afiembly of the proteftant lords 
had been held at Edinburgh while 
the queen was in a progrefs ; ; in 
which the, on the one fide, pre- 
tended fear of lord Murray and 
his aflociates feizing her; and 
they, on the other hand, afirm, 
that the gucen had defigns on that 
eari’s lite; which, however, the 
queen demed in the mott folemn 
manner, and the earl of Lenox, 
purging himiclf by a mefiage to 
lord Murray, ofter’d even to fight 
whoever durft aflert the truth of 
that accufation : however, neither 
party believed or trufted the other. 
On the gueen’s return to Holyrood- 
houje, fhe declared fuch as ab- 
fconded from their tryals, for be- 
ing at the aflembly at Edinburgh, 
yebels ; but afterwards fhe thought 
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fit to pardon them. For her ow, 
fecurity, however, fhe drew to. 
gether fufficient forces from the 
neighbouring counties to Edy. 
burgh ; and, in the mean time, 
the lords affembled at Stirling, 
where, not finding themfele, 
{trong enough to attempt any 
thing, they contented themfelvg

to intreat her countenance and 
fupport : it was fign’d by the duke, 
the earls of Argyll and Murray, 
and was dated the 18th of Fu) 
1565. On the zoth of the fame 
month, Mr. Randolph had an aw- 
dience of the guecn ; at which hhe 
{poke very refpectfully of the gueen 
of England ; but, however, tetti- 
fy’d imall regard for the lords 
who were combined together, and 
whom queen LE /izabeth had tlyledin 
her letter her beft fubjects. Things 
were now drawing to a crifis; 
my lord Murray folicited afliftance 
from the earl of Bedford ; and the 
queen of Scots having, by a new 
proclamation, fummon’d her fub- 
jects to come to Edinburgh, for 
the fafe-guard of her perfon, oa 
the 28th of Fuly, declared het 
will, by proclamation, that Hen 
due of Albany fhould, on his mat- 
riage with her, be fty led and ac- 
knowledged king of Scotland.

HERE has not for many 

years pait been any work 
publifh’d in this nation more like- 
ly todo honour thereto, than this 
noble edition of Stephens’s Thejau- 
rus; a work fo ulefal in itfelf, 
and fo univerfally known, that it 
would be time loft to go about to 
commend it; we ought rather to 
flicitate the publick on feeing fo 
excellent a Performance delivered 
fom the obfcurity of fcarce col- 
kétions, and put into our hands 
on reafonable terms ; a thing long 
wih’d, often attempted, and now 
happily atchieved. But to come 
to particulars. 

In the front of this accurate 
and magnificent edition we have 
a dedication to his prefent majefty 
king George the fecond, It may 
fem odd to ftop at the threfhold 
of fo large a building ; but there

Onerafti futuros 
Principes, ut fuus unicuique tantum 
debeat populus, quantum tibi debent 
univerfi, ‘Thefe compliments are 
great without flattery ; fuch as it 
becomes men of letters to pay, and 
a wil¢.and good prince to he 
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The next piece prefix’d to the 
Thefaurus is a copious preface, ad- 
dreis’d to Dr. Hellings ; wherein 
we have an exact detail of all 
the remarkable Latin Lexicons 
which have been printed: for this 
we are the more obliged to the 
worthy gentlemen who have em- 
ploy’d their time in framing this 
valuable collection ; becaufe it has 
been unattempted, or at leaft very 
indifferently perform’d by others. 
The fir book of this kind men- 
tion’d by them is the CATHOLI- 
con of ‘foannes Balbus, commonly 
called Fannes de Fanua, or Fanu- 
mfis, from his country : it was 
remarkable from its appearing in 
the very infancy of printing, vz. 
1460; our authors have very pru- 
dently taken notice of this cir- 
cumitance, have remark’d feveral 
things relating to this very an- 
cient edition, which will prove 
very entertaining to the curious ; 
and have likewile tranfcribed the 
Colophon entire. ‘Thefe gentle- 
men have alfo vindicated the fame 
of the author again{t the rude criti- 
cifms of Era/mus, who had no pati- 
ence with the errors and puerilities 
he found therein. Their refiecti- 
onson this fubjeét leading them to 
mention Papras and Hugotis, from 
whofe writings the author of the 
Catholicon had taken many things : 
they have given us a fhort account 
of thofe two ancient authors, Next 
to them ftands ‘Yoannes de Gar- 
landio, an Englijbman, who flou- 
rifh’d under Hereld about the year 
3040: he was a great grammarian, 
chymift, mathematician, and di- 
vine: he wrote a book about words 
fynonimous and equivocal, which 
was printed at Co/agn in 3490, 
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and again at London by Richer 
Pynfon in 1496: he wrote befides 
Diétionarium Alchymifticum, §. 
mon de ‘fanua is next mention’. 
after him, Mammothreptus and his 
Lexicon are fpoken on ; with fom 
other writers of the fame for: 
then the conftellation of wits and 
elegant Latin writers, who 

peared in the clofe of the fifteenth 
and beginning of the {fixteenth 
century, are properly commen. 
ed: after which we have an ac. 
count of ‘fohannes Tortellius of 
Arexza, and his work, which was 
a kind of grammatical commen. 
taries, and received due applauf, 
Funanus Maius, a Neopoliten, 
follows Tortellius ; he had a great 
reputation for his skill in Latin, 
and other languages ; his diétio- 
nary was firft printed at Naples, in 
folio, in 1480, After him, we have 
an account of the famous ‘fobs 
Reuchlin, or Capnie, who was the 
author of a dictionary much ad- 
mired in thofe times, but tainted, 
as Erafmus obferves, with the bar- 
barifm, which then prevailed. Ni- 
colaus Perottus, archbifhop of Si 
ponte, whom his  cotemporaries 
have commended as a man of great 
learning, and perfectly acquainted 
with the Latin tongue: he wrote 
commentaries, or rather Schslia, 
on Martial ; to which he gave the 
title of Cornucopia, wherein he 
explained the nature of the Latin 
phrafes, and the proper fignifca- 
tions of words: from him Cale 
pinus, who is fo well known 
the world, took mot of thot 
things which have raifed his tt 
putation to fuch a height: his 
work has run through a grea 
number of editions ; but the firtt 
whi 
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which was in fiw printed in the 
1502, is become very fcarce : 
our authors, however, had feen

Having given us a fuccinét ac- 
count of the feveral editions this 
almirable work has gone through, 
the editors come, in the laft place, 
to fpeak of their own edition of 
Stephens's Thefaurus ; obferving, 
m the firft place, that it was their 
principal defign to unite the me- 
thods of Stephens and Faber, which 
hitherto had been feparately fol- 
bwd, and thereby had divided 
the Latin Lexicographers into two 
tides, In purfuit of this point, 
Ww: have, in the prefent edition of 

tepbens, not only all that might 
be expected froma the title ; but 
ufo many things which could not 

ve been expected therefrom : 
we thall touch on fome few of the 
MK obvious and miott important. 
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To each letter is annex’d a criti- 
cal and exact account of that par- 
ticular vowel or confonant drawn 
from the works of Capellus, Lip- 
fius, and Scaliger ; fo much of the 
Roman abbreviations, infcriptions 
of their cuftoms and antiquities, 
as was neceflary, is inferted, in 
their proper places, from Ur/atus, 
Petifcus, and Spanheim; and di- 
{tinct references are added where 
the quotations would be too ex- 
tenfive without them : indeed the 
exactnefs of our editors, in refpect 
to all the authorities cited through 
this large work, very confiderably 
heightens the value of this edition ; 
the care of Rodert Stephens himfelf, 
in marking not only the act and 
fcene, but the verfes in Terence, 
having been fruftrated, through 
the unaccountable nicety of thofe 
who had the care of the famous 
edition at Lyons. The alphabeti- 
cal feries of adjeétives and con- 
ftructions are as well preferved as 
things of that nature can poffibly 
be ; which, tho’ it was a benefit 
intended by Stephens himfelf, yet 
was it frequently defeated by the 
leading word getting quite out of 
fight in articles of a confiderable 
length. ‘The increafe of words in. 
this new edition is very confide- 
rable ; fome claffic authors having 
appeared in the world fince the 
Jait imprefficn of the Thefaurus, 
and many large fragments and in- 
fcriptions having within that pe- 
riod been brought to light. Ano- 
ther fund of additions has been 
the works of fuch of the fathers, 
and other writers, whofe ftyle, 
tho’ lefs pure than that of the 
claffics, is however not fo barba- 
rous as utterly te be excluded a 
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work of this kind, and left only 
to furnifh matter for gloflaries. 
After the preface ftands a curi- 
ous life of Robert Stephens, with 
an exact catalogue of the books 
printed by him; of which we 
fhould have given the reader a 
large extract, if we had not fore- 
feen a neceflity of treating ex- 
prefly thereon in one of our fuc- 
ceeding numbers. Following thefe 
come the three prefaces of Robert 
Stephens to the Paris editions of 
1531, 1536, and 1543: then we 
have the dedication prefix’d by 
Philsp Tinghyus to the Lyons edi- 
tion: next that the epiftle of the

oe which foretold that CurisT 
wis to appear without any marks 
pomp and grandeur, but in cir- 
cunflances low and forbidding, 
without any thing extraordinary 


and inviting, either in his perfon 
«fortune, For this purpofe, that 
amous text in /jaah (ever lite- 
lly underftood by the old He- 
ews) was mifapplied by Aarbi- 
ws He hail grow up before bim 
tatender plant, and a root out of 
¢ iy ground : he hath no form nor 
immelinefs ; and when we fhall fee 
bm, there is no beauty that we fhould 
Wire him. The literal fenfe, fays 
ie of this paflage defcribes a man 
Uthap’d, deform’d, melancholy, 
a dejetted look, and a weak 
conftitution ; which cannot relate 
0 the Messtan, becaufe the 
Wwilett part of Chriftians contend, 
bit the Messtani was exceeding 
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handfome, lovely, and agreeable. 
Obferve the advantage taken by 
a crafty ‘Few, who evades the force 
of a moft remarkable prophecy, 
on account of a fantaftical opinion, 
embraced by Chri/fians, concern- 
ing the fhape and beauty of our 
SAVIOUR’s perfon. 

The writers of the church 
have been commonly divided when 
they had occafion to fpeak on this 
fubject: the fathers of the firtt 
centuries having been of contrary 
fentiments ; fome afcribing the 
moft extravagant beauties and ac- 
complifhments to the body of 
Curist ; others again degrading 
it to the loweft ftate of uglinefs 
and deformity. “The Romifb wri- 
ters (fome very few excepted) 
contend tenacioufly for the out- 
ward beauty of eur SAVIOUR’Ss 
body. ‘This opinion is likewife 
follow’d by many learned among 
Proteftants, but with quite different 
effects. The Popifh clergy bind 
this doctrine upon the cont{ciences 
of their fubjects, and raife a deal 
of pageantry and fuperftition upon 
it, ‘* There are few Chri/tians 
‘* (fays father Ca/met) who would 
** not engage to prove, by irre- 
*¢ fiftible arzuments, the beauty 
“¢ of their Saviour ; who would 
*¢ not feel fome fort of indigna- 
‘¢ tion to hear it doubted or dif- 
“¢ puted. The pulpits refound 
“© the praifes of this Gop ieare 
“© nate, the moit beautiful of the 
*¢ children of men ; books of piety 
‘© and devotion are full of them.” 
It feems, it is the higheft blafphe- 
my to call it in quettion, to fufpect

Were 
this doétrine received, what would 
become of thofe fine ftatues and

and lovelinefs of the child’s body : 
whereas (fiys Chryfeffom) they 
fhould rather have reprefented a 
poor narrow cottage, a vile filthy 
manger, with an ox and an afs 
ticd to it, much fitter for beafts 
than men ; a child cover’d with 
the worft of rags; the mother 
fearce having one gown, not worn 
for the ornament of her body, but 
out of mere necc flity to cover her.

« conduct and good life, they do 
« him honour. If I had not ap- 
“ prehended a mutiny among the 
« people, this pious perfon per- 
« haps fhould have been {till 
« alive; and tho’ I did not make 
« all the oppofition I was able, 
“to prevent his enemies from 
« apprehending him, yet I deli- 
« yer’d him to them much againtt 
“ my inclination ; and it was only 
« the fear of expofing my dignity 
“ which obliged me to abandon 
“ the blood of this juft man to 
“ the malice of his enemics, It 
“ is true, he was innocent of the 
“crimes he was charged with; 
“but, according to the holy 
“ fcriptures, he ought to die for 
“ our good... Farewell. 


Our author’s refletions on this 
piece are very proper to accom- 
pany it, in order to fet it in that 
light whereth it ought to be con- 
ider’d. This letter ( fays he) car- 
tes the face of falfhood: tlhe wri- 
ter {peaks more like a Chriflian 
tana Pagan; and a finall tafte 
of antiquity will difcover, that this 
pect is of no authority: neither 
the turn, nor the manner, nor 
the tafte of it come nigh the force, 
the Purity and elegance that per- 
ois of confideration wrote with 
inthe time of Tiberius. Befides, 
M0 one of thefe pieces make the 

mention of the beauty of 
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Curist’s perfon; and, from the 
general character of Pi/ate, there 
is {mall encouragement to con- 
clude any thing about his repen- 
tance. Hegefippus fays, that he 


was Vir nequam & parvi faciens | 


mendacium ; a wicked man, that 
made little confcience of a lye. 
The account of him is, that he 
fuccecded Gratus in the govern- 
ment of ‘Judea, managed it with 
a great deal of trouble and op- 
preffion upon the nation ; was put 
out of his authority by Vitellius, 
and fent to Rome to anfwer for his 
crimes ; where, falling into many 
miferies, he killed himfelf with 
his own hands; the common and 
defperate Roman remedy again 
diftrefs. 

The correfpondence between 
our SAviour and Abgarus, or 
Abagarus, king of Edeja, is in- 
troduced in teitimony to confirm 
the beauty of Curist’s perfon. 
This prince was cotemporary 
with our Lord, and heard of his 
miracles ; which induced him to 
invite him to his court by the fol- 
lowing letter ; and with the mef- 
fenger he fent a painter to draw 
his piéture. Our SAVIOUR, ap- 
proving of the faith and zeal ot 
this prince, is faid to have fent 
him his picture, with the follow- 
ing anfwer : 


ArcArus, king of Ldeffa. 


To the gracious Saviour JEstis, 
who has taken flefh upon him 
in the country of Ferufalem, 
greeting, 


I have been inform’d of the mi- 


racles and wonderful cures which 
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you perform, by healing the fick 
without berbs or medicines: and 


the report is, that you reflore Sight 
to the blind, that you cleanfe the le- 
prous, and that you caft forth devils 
and malignant Spirits; ; that you re- 
flore health to thoje that have many 
years languifh’d under tedious and 
incurable difeafes, and raife the 
drad to life. Underflanding thefe 
things of you, I believe you are et- 
ther Gov himfelf, who has vouch- 
fafed to defcend from Heaven, or 
ele that you are the Son of Gop, 
to be able to work fuch miracles as 
theje; for which reafon I have pre- 
fumec A to fend you this epifile, m oft 
. meng befeec hing you, that you 

would give yourfelf the trouble of 
coming tome. TI know the Jews to 
be your perfecutors, that they mur- 
mur at your miracles, and lte 
qwait for. your deftrudtion.

Euj/ebius affirms, 
that he copied them from th 
records of the city of EdefJa, ant 
tr wee ited them out of the ( ‘haldee, 
Both Papiffs and Proteflants ar 
divided in their opinion concerning 
them, Rivet, Dupin, Spanheim, and 
others, think them fuppofititious ; 
and Baronius himfelt confefle 
plainly, that after he had exa. 
mined the force of all the reafons 
in defence of thefe epiftles, he 


cannot aflert any thing concer. 
ing the truth of them: but Dr, 


Cave, in his F7iforia Literaria, ' 
of a contrary judge nt; as alo 
Pearfon, in his vindication of | [p. 
natius. But, whatever becomes of 
thefe epiftles, they make no men- 
tion of the picture of Curist: 
that feems to have been foifted in- 
to the ftory by Evagrius and Fobn 
of Damafcus, witiias any autho- 
rity from ancient records. The 
Greeks, however, believe it ; and 
at this time obferve a_ feftival, 
which they call the Tranplation if 
the pré fure. 

Our author having in this firft 
part demonttrated, that the autho- 
rities ufually produced on the {ub- 
ject of the beauty of CHRIST, 
are by no means (trong, or capa- 
ble of forcing belief ; and that the 
arguments adduced to fortify thole 
authorities, are weak and_ incon. 
clufive. In his fecond part, he

The reverence that ts juftly due

Letit be remember’d then, that 
jn this place I am to fpeak of our 
SaylouR as a mere man, and 
that the point in queftion is no 
article of faith, but left indifferent 
for every one to believe as he 

. I fhall therefore at pre- 
fent draw a veil before the divini- 
tyof Jesus, and confider him in 
the loweft ftate of mifery and 
humiliation, wherein he is repre- 
fented (if credit may be given to 
the moft ancient writers, who 
may be fuppofed to come nigheft 
thetruth) as a very mean man, 
whofe divine doctrine drew upon 
him the malice and cruelty of the 
moft favage enemies, and (to make 
him perfec? by fuffering) expofed 
him to indignity and contempt ; 
which, to a generous mind, are 
worfe than death, 

The prophecy of J/aiah is re- 
markable for many extraordinary 
pailages relating to the perfon of 
te Messian ; but the prediction 
tt follows is confefs’d to be as 
Rrticular and expreffive as any in 
te whole book: As many were 
“Souh'd at thee (bis countenance 
"65 fo marred more than any man, 


and bis form more than the fans of 


men) fo fhall he /prinkle many na- 
Mans: the kings fhall fhut their 
mints at him; for that which bad 
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not been told them they fhall fee, 
and that which they had not heard 
they fhall confider. Who hath be- 
lieved our report, and ta whom is 
the arm of the LoRD revealed ? 
Sor he fhall grow up before him as 
a tender plant, and as a root out 
of dry ground. He hath no form 
nor comeline/s; and when we fall 
fee him, there is no beauty that we 
frould defire him. He is defpifed 
and rejected of men a@ man of for- 
rows, and acquainted with grief; 
and we hid, as it were, our faces 
Jrom him: he was defpifed, and we 
eftcemed him not. Surely he hath 
borne our griefs, and carried our 
forrows ; yet we did efleem him 
Stricken, fmitten of Gov, and af- 
fitéted. 

The old Hebrews underftood 
this prediction to relate literalb 
to the perfon and fufferings of the 
MessiaH; but the Fews, fome 
ages before the diffolution of their 
government, denied that this de- 
{cription related to him at all; 
for, being frequently fubdued and 
harrafs’d by different nations, the 
Syrians, the Babylonians, and the 
Romans, they expected a MeEs- 
StAH (as was before obferved) like 
Cyrus or Alexander, to fight their 
battles, and deftroy their ene- 
mics, 

It is the general opinion of the 
fathers and commentators, that 
this prophecy is literally to be un- 
derftood of the Mess1an ; but 
with this diftzrence, that fome, 
and the moft by far, apply this 
defcription to the perion of 
Curist, from a ftate of man- 
hood to the time of his death: 
others contend, that the character 
of him in this prophecy relates

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only to the time when he was un- 
der the profecution of his ene- 
mies, and the infults he fuffer’d 
before he was crucified; or, in 
other words, fome would have it, 
that our SAvrour, all his life 
long, had no form nor comeline/s ;

« fully poflefs’d all the graces and 
“ accomplifhments of the mind. 
“ The beauty of the foul confifts 
“in univerfal beneficence to all 
“ mankind, and that of the body 
* in being immortal.” He fays, 
in another place, that, according 
lu the opinion of a certain philofo- 
per, wife men were always beau- 
tful; and the fame may be faid of 
jw! perfons, tho’ they were not hand- 
ome in their bodies, becaufe their 
mamers and behaviour were holy 
and good: and, to fupport this ob- 
tion, he cites the prophecy 
f Yaith, which, he thinks, af- 
lets, that the body of our Savi- 
UR thould be without form or 
— He obferves farther, 
a r book, that ** ‘The head 
. of the church appeared in the 
feth with the ornament of per- 
«mal beauty, to inform us, that 
~ we ought rather to raife our 
__ Barts to invifible objeéts, and 
from matter. ” And 
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again, ‘* It was not without rea- 
*¢ fon that our Lorp chofe to 
** appear in a form mean and 
** contemptible, and not pleafing 
** to the eyes; left men, by be- 
“* ing too much engaged by out- 
** ward charms, fhould loie that 
*¢ relifh and efteem which belong 
** to things fpiritual and divine. 

Origen was the difciple of Cle- 
mens, and conform’d with the 
fentiments of his mafter. Cedfus, 
the great enemy to Chriftianity, 
objected, that Jesus Curistr 
was of a /mall flature, and of a 
low obfcure birth: from whence 
he concluded, that he could not 
be Gop ; ‘** For, fays he, fince 
‘€ the divine fpirit refided in his 
“© body, he ought to have been 
*¢ more excellent than other men 
“* in ftature, in beauty, in voice, 
“¢ in majefty, and eloquence; for 
*¢ it is incredible, that a perfon 
** that has more of divinity in 
*¢ him fhould not be more illu- 
*< {trious than common men ; 
*¢ but Jesus was no way prefera- 
‘* ble to any one elfe; he was, 
“¢ as the Chriffians confefs, little 
‘© and contemptible.” Origen an~ 
fwers this objection, by replying, 
that it was allow’d that the body 
of CHRIST was not beautiful ; but 
not that he was of low flature, nor 
of a mean, obfcure and defpicable 
defcent, as Celfus would have it: 
for the prophet Vaiah foretold, that 
th: MESSIAH, in the buman na- 
ture, fhould neither be diftinguifh’d 
by the beauty of his face, nor by any 
extraordinary qualhties in his body. 
This was the opinion of the 
church in the beginning of the 
third century. 
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Porphyry (fays Rigaltius) Cel- 
fus, ‘Fulian, and other obftinate 
‘enemies to Chriftianity, objected 
to the fathers, that they wor- 
fhipped Curist as Gop, who 
was a diminutive perfon : but, 
notwithftanding this, our pious 
anceftors, men truly Chriftian, did 
confefs fuch a Curist, and be- 
lieved him to be Gop, who, with 
that diminutive body, perform’d 
the moft beneficent actions for 
mankind, 

In the fame age lived Tertullian, 
a ffrong apologift for the fervice 
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cline the fame way, and which 
he fortifies with fome farther o-

The firft dialogue 1s ores by 
ntleman’s requefting 
S eeno acquaint him with the 
rafons why he had heretofore fo 
trongly caution’d him to beware 
ofatheifts: this draws on a detail 
of the notions held, or at leaft de- 
ended, by fuch as would pats, from 
teir own difcourfes, for atheifts ;

Thefe are deliver’d in 
ackar method, and in a plain and 
mot familiar ftyle ; fo that who- 
eer reads them, and is not utter- 
iy void of capacity, muft be con- 
vinced of their truth. From thefe 
te tutor, at the defire of his 
pupil, goes on to the foul; and 
‘aving fully proved that it is an 
immaterial being, endow’d with 
ought, underftanding, confciouf- 
nes, and free- will; he, from 
thence, concludes, that the fupreme 
Crator of all things muft be fuch 
Mpirit, otherwife he could not 
‘ave given being to the foul of 
man, Occafion being thus offer’d 
‘0 fpeak of the immortality of the 
‘aman foul, the tutor explains 
Yat point with great perfpicuity 
wom the confideration of its na- 
ture, and the wide and lafting 
trdition to that purpofe, which 
fs in all ages, and in all places, 
Weufted among men. 


The fubjeGt of the fecond dia- 
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logue is the truth of revealed re- 
ligion, It is divided into two 
chapters; the firft regarding the 
Mofaic difpenfation ; the fecond 
the Chriftian. As to the firft, the 
author briefly ftates and explains 
the arguments which are fufkcient 
to induce our belief, that the re- 
ligion of the Hebrews came from 
Gop. He obferves, that the very 
fubfifting of fo reafonable and con- 
fiftent a fcheme of faith, in fuch 
a corner of the earth, and among 


| fuch a people, while even the wi- 


feft of men, in other parts of the 
world, tho’ they had exercifed 
their thoughts in endeavouring to 
comprehend divine things, were 
quite in the dark, and could nei- 
ther fatisfy themfelves nor others on 
thefe fubjects, ought to prepoflefs 
us in its favour: he infifts on the 
mirackes done in confirmation of 
the Mbfaic law, and vindicates the 
evidence relating to them: he 
‘fhews on how juft grounds the 
Pentateuch is received as the ge- 
nuine writings of Mbfes ; and con- 
cludes with fome very proper and 
cogent inferences from the pro- 
phecies mention’d in the O/d Te- 
ftament. In the fecond chapter 
he produces the proofs for the ve- 
rity of the Chriftian faith, dividing 
them into four fections: in the 
firft he gives us the evidence 
founded on the O/d Te/fament, the 
truth of which was already de- 
monftrated in a regular feries of 
prophecies recorded in that volume 
concerning the Messtan, and 
the events relating to him ; and at 
the end of thefe prophecies he 
touches on the Sibyls, and fhews 
how far at leaft we may rely on 
what is faid of their predictions. 
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In the fecond fection, the mira- 
cles wrought in confirmation of 
Curist’s doctrine are fet ina 
proper light, and the credit of 
thofe by whom they are recorded 
fully vindicated : the prophecies of 
Curist are next confider’d and 
illuftrated ; then the prodigies, 
whereby Gon gave teftimony to 
the gofpel of Jesus, are narra- 
ted, and the conduct and miracles 
of the apoftle:, and their fucce!- 
fors, from their moft credible au- 
thorities, brought as additional 
vouchers to the fame truth. The 
wonderful propagation of Chrifti- 
anity is delineated in the third fec- 
tion, and fupported by indubitable 
evidence: the contrariety of the 
faith to human wifdom, human 
intereft, and human paffion, is 
fully made appear ; then its quick 
progrefs is very particularly in- 
fifted on ; and next, its extenfive 
diffufing itfelf throughout all na- 
tions, even the moft diftant and 
barbarous, is urged from writers 
not to be fufpected. We have 
afterwards a view of many bloody 
periecutions, {et on foot by the 
enemies of the Son of Gop to 
root out his word, which, tho’ 
they deftroy’d innumerable armies 
of martyrs, were fo far from ef- 
fecting what thofe, who promo- 
ted them, aimed at, that the gof- 
pel flourifhed and {pread more and 
more. As this proves an extraor- 
dinary providence of Gop fa- 
vouring the Chriitians, fo the ter- 
tible ends, which befel Nero, Do- 
mitian, Adrian, Severus, and ma- 
ny others of their perfecutcrs, isa 
trong argument, that the arm of 
divine vengeance was {tretched out 
againit their foes. In like man 
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ner, the ftability of Cryer’ 
kingdom, compar’d with the mo. 
narchies which have made moa 
noife in the world, and the differen 
method ufed to fpread Currsr;
